To 
lead you to theſe for Determination is the ſole 
Deſign of this little CaTzcnism ; in which are 
opened as far as the Author knows, the Ope- 
rations of the holy Se1R1T as ſet forth in the 
Word of Gop, but therein he chearfully ſub- 


- mits to the Correction of thoſe who have more 


Experience of the Power of Religion. 


You are deſired, as you love your Soul, to 
ſearch your Bible, and to make full Inquiry 
whether there be not an important and moſt 
neceſſary Work of the holy SpIR TT therein 
deſcribed, and what it is; that you may not 
go aſide from the true Path to the right Hand 
or the left. Beware of Man's Authority, whe- 
ther you are an Enemy or a Friend to the 


ſtrict Profeſſion of Chriſtianity; and let Gop 


teach you from his own Word, 


We do not wiſh you to be an Enthuſiaſt; 
but would have you ſtand on your guard 
againſt the Devices of Satan, and the warm 


Conceits of your own Imagination. We are

But though we would not have you an Enthu- 
ſiaſt, we wiſh you to be a Chriſtian: for we 
earneſtly geſtre the Salvation of your Soul; 
and this you may be aſſured you can never ob- 
tain, but by an effectual Operation of the holy 
SPIRJT, convincing you of Sin, begetting 
Faith in you, and renewing your Heart after 
the Tmage of him that created you.

Q. 3. What is Conviction of Sin? 

A. It 1s, 

1. A Diſcovery made in our Mind by the 
Holy Ghost through the Word, that as well 
by Nature, through the Fall of Adam our firſt 
Father and Covenant-Head, as by Thought, 
Word, and Deed, we are Sinners before Gop, 
and deſerve that everlaſting Wrath which the 
Law denounces againſt Sin (4). Which,

with a ſincere Purpoſe to flee from Sin and the 
Wrath to come (5).

A. Principally in the Blindneſs of our Un- 
derſtandings, the Perverſion of our Will, and 
the Unrulineſs of our Affections.

iv. 17, 18. Walk not as other Gentiles walk, in 
the Vanity of their Mind, having the Underſtand- 
ing darkned, being alienated from the Life of 
God, through the Ignorance that is in them, 
becauſe of the Blindneſs of their Heart.

A. Above all Things we muſt pray, and 
ſearch the Scriptures, labouring after the Diſ- 
covery of that ſinful Nature in ourſelves, which 
we find therein deſcribed, and by them exem- 
plified to us in the Sins of Saints and Sinners.

Q. 10. How long muſt Conviction of Sin 
abide with us? 

A. As long as we live we muſt be convinc- 
ed of Sin, walking humbly as Sinners, and 
acknowledging that our beſt Actions cannot 
endure the Severity of Gop's Judgment (a). 
— And the more we grow in Grace, and in 
the Knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jzsus 
CHRIST, the more ſenſible we ſhall be of our 
Want of Mercy in every State, and more diſ- 
Poſed to exerciſe that Godly Sorrow which ac- 
companies Faith, and ſprings from a Diſcovery 
of the excellent Goodneſs of that Gop. whom 
we have offended (6).

A. It is an Aſſent, wrought in the Mind of 
4 Perſon convinced of Sin, to this Truth, 
diſcovered to him in the Scriptures, That 
Jesus CHRIST, by the Merit of his Obe- 
dience unto Death, hath procured Pardon and 
Acceptance with Gop for all that believe on 
his Name (a).— And this Aſſent is accompa- 
nied with'a Determination wrought in his Will 
to reſt on Car1sT for Juſtification before 
God (5).

Q. 3. Where is the great Difficulty af be- 
lieving in Cyr1sT ? 

A. It hes in this; when we are deeply 
convinced of our being all over Guilt and Pol- 
lution, it is exceeding difficult to be perſuaded: 
there is a Will in Gop to pardon us, or a 
Power in Crr1sT to procure the Salvation 
of ſuch Sinners as we find ourſelves to be. 

Jonah iii. 9. Who can tell if God will turn 

and repent, and turn away from his fierce An- 
ger that wwe periſh not? Gen. iv. 13. 
Cain faid unto the Lord, MvPuniſhment is great- 
er than I can bear. In the Margin, Mine Ini. 
quity is greater than that it may be forgiven.] 
2 Cor. ii. 14. The natural Man receiveth nat 
the Things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
Focliſhne'ſs unto bim; neither can he knew them. 
' becauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned. 


Q. 4. How then is this Perſuaſion or Con- 
viction of the Grace of Gop, and Power of 
CnrisT, to be wrought in the Mind of the 
ſelf-condemned Sinner? What by his own 
Reaſonings upon Gop's Word? 

A. No; but by the Spix ir of GoD 2 
his Underſtanding to diſcover the Power oft 
Car1sT from the Scriptures, 
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Acts xi. 21. And the Hand of the Lord wwas 
with them : and a great Number believed and 
turned unto the Lord, 1 Cor. ii. 10. God 
bath revealed them unto us by his Spirit, Verſe 
12. We have received, not the Spirit of the 
World, but the Spirit which is of God; that 


we might know Things that are freely groen 
to us of Gad. 


g Q. 5. How then muſt he ſeek this Perſua- 
ion ? 

A. By continual ſearching the holy wy 
tures, with Prayer for the Illumination of the 
Holy Gnosr, till he find them teſtifying to 
him the ſaving Power of Jzsvs, 

Luke xxiv. 43. Then opened he their Under- 
| ſtanding, that they might underſtand the Scrip- 
tures. Pſalm cxix. 18. Open thou mine Eyes, 
that I may behold wondrous Things out of thy 
Law. Rom. iii. 21, But now the Righteouſ- 
neſs of God without the Law is manifeſted, 
being witneſſed by the Law and the Prophets. 


Q. 6. What muſt he diſcern concerning 
CHR1sT in the Scriptures ? 

A. That being Gop and Man in one Per- 
ſon, (Gop, the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity, 
of one Subſtance with the Father; and Man, 
without Sin original or actual) he became obe- 
dient unto Death ; and, in the Merit of that 
Obedience, being exalted to the right Hand of 
Go, is able to — to the uttermoſt ſuch as 
come to Gop by him. 


Acts 
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Acts xx. 28, Feed the Church of God, which 
be hath purchaſed with his own Blood. 1 Pet. 
ii. 22. Ibo did no Sin. 2 Cor. v. 21. He bath 
made him to be Sin for us, who knew no Sin, that 
we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God in him. 
Phil. ii. 8, 9. And became obedient unto Death, 
even the Death of the Croſs. Wherefore God alſo 
hath highly exalted bim. Acts v. 31. Him 
bath God exalted with his right Hand to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to give Repentance to 
iſrael, and Fergiveneſs of Sins. Heb. vii. 25. 
Wherefore be is able alſo to ſave them to the ulter- 
moſt, that come unto God by bim. 


Q. 7. What is the meritorious Cauſe of a 
Sinner's Juſtification ? 

A. CRHRIST's Obedience unto Death, and 
that only. 

Rom. v. 19. By the Obedience of one ſhall 
many be made righteous. Eph. iv. 32. Even as 
God for Cbriſt's ſake bath forgiven you. 1 Cor, 
1. 20. Who of God is made unto us Righteouſneſs. 
Jer. xxxiii. 16. This is the Name wherewub 
he ſhall be called, THE LORD ouR RIOGHTE- 
OUSNESS, 


Q. 8. Is not his Faith then a Cauſe of his 
Juſtification ? 
A. No, in no fort. He is juſtified for the 


fake of CHRIST, and not for the ſake of his 


Faith, 
Dan. ix. 18. Ve do not preſent our Supplica- 
tions before thee for our Righteouſneſs, but 
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£ great Mercies. Tit. iii. 5, 7. Not by Works 
of Righteau ſneſs which wwe have dane, but accord- 
ing io bis Mercy he ſaved us. bat being juſti- 
fied by bis — we ſhould be made Heirs: Eph. 
ii. 8. By Grace are ye ſaved, through Faith. 


. 9. Is the Sinner juſtified therefore, if 
he has true F aith, whether it- be weak or 
ftrong ? 

A. If the convinced Sinner has ſo much 
Perſuaſion of CHRIST's Power as determines 
him to reſt upon ChRIs for Juſtification, it 
is true Faith, and he is juſtified,

A. It is a new Choice which the Will makes 
of Gop for a Maſter to ſerve, and a Portion 
to enjoy; whereas the old and natural Choice 
of the Will is to ſerve the Luſts of the Fleſh, 
and to enjoy the Things of the World as its 
chief Good. 

Phil. ii. 13. It is God that worketh in you 
to will, Pſalm cxix. 36. Incline my Heart un- 
to thy Teſtimonies, and not to Covetouſneſs. Ezek. 
XXXV1. 26, 28. A new Heart will I give you, 
and a new Spirit will I put within you, and I 
will take away the ſtony Heart out of your Fleſh, 
and I will give you a Heart of Fleſh. And ye 
ſhall be my People, and 1 will be your God.

Q. 3. By what Means does the Spixrr ef- 
fect this Change in the Will or Heart? 

A. The whole preceding Work of Con- 
viction and Faith is preparatory to it: But 
that whereby the SeixrT does immediately 
draw over the Will, is the Diſcovery made 
in the Mind of the convinced Sinner of God 
as reconciled in CHRIST.
